Beautify and Maintain Town 

Cemetery as New Project 

The Memorial Swimming Pool > s . 
now completely paid for, and 
members of the Vulcan Lions Club 
are turning efforts towards a new 
project—tlje beautifying und main¬ 
tenance of the Vulcan Cemetery. 

As jn small towns, the main¬ 
tenance of the local cend-teiy has 
always been a problem. In prairie 
towns such as Vulcan, trees, shrubs 
and grass require water and care 
if they are to survive und the prob¬ 
lem is greater than 'n other local¬ 
ities. 

Little can be done this year but 
plans will be made for planting of" 
trees and shrubs next spring and"Ii 
general beautification program. 
The cemetery well will lie equipped 
with a pump to provide ji good 
supply of water. 

The local branch of the Cana¬ 
dian Legion has recently taken 
steps to make permanent improve- 
nients to the grav es in the leg ion 
plot at the cemetery. 

Swimming Pool Clear 

Proceeds from the rodeo and 
carnival sponsored by the Lions 
Club last month have enabled the 
Lions to pay off the balance 
which was still outstanding on the 
memorial swimming pool project. 

Construction -'and financing of' 
the swimming pool turned out to 
be a greater project than was 
first estimated and the , final 
figures show that the complete 
over-all cost was $25,700.00. Of 
this amount, $7,000 was a provin¬ 
cial government grant and the 
rest was raised by canvass of the 
town and district and through 
such enterprises as auction sales, 
rodeos, carnivals and other enter¬ 
tainments. Various clubs and 
organizations of the town and 
district also gave generously 
towards this “living memorial” 
and' the whole-hearted c<(>-opera- 
tion of thfe town and J district 
residents enabled the project'.to be 
completed and paid Jpr. 

The pool is now being operated 
by a Lions Club committee on a 
non-profit basis, with the . Club 
meeting any deficit. Difficulty has 
been encountered in securing a, 
suitable paint for the insrtle of 
the pool, hut with this exception 
the project is fully completed. The 
heating, chlorination and filtra- . 
tion systems are in operation and 
the showers, dressing rooms, div¬ 
ing hoards, wading pool, etc., all 
add to the enjoyment of the many 
local and out-of-town people who 
patronize the pool. 

The Memorial Stone erected by 
the Lions Club will he the central 
point of a park, construction of 
which has been undertaken by the 
Vulcan Elks Lodge. 

Will Hold Auction 

A big community auction sale, 
to be held sometime in October, is 
planned by the Lions Club as a 
means of raising funds for beauti¬ 
fying the cemetery. The date has 
not yet been set, but tile co-opera¬ 
tion of all in making the sale suc¬ 
cessful will at the same time 
enable the Lions to do a good job 
dh theirtnewest project.

of electrification per farm at to¬ 
day’s prices is about $800 for the 
line Serving the farm and $800 for 
the farmer’s needs fn wiring' and 
equipment. This amounts to a to¬ 
tal of approximately $1600 a farm. 

So far in Alberta some 2,000 
farms have been connected with 
rural electrification lines. But the 
demand from other farmers for 
extension of the lines is very great 
To secure the men, the materials 
and the money to undertake the' 
extensions is the big problem just 
now, and he was not very hopeful. 

But the speaker said there was 
no doubt in his mind that if the 
farmer is to continue as the back¬ 
bone of our present democratic and 
individualistic system, something 
must be done to make farm living 
more attractive, and he knew of

feared that the collective farm 
would take its place. And that, he 
thoilght, would be the start of a 
movement which would not accord 
with the belief of most Canadians.
